20. A sanitary napkin of claim l\ wherein the essential oil is selected from the group 
consisting of rosemary oil, clove oil, ginger oil, turmeric oil, chamomile oil, lemon grass 
oil, thyme oil, achillea oil, thulasi oil, clai\sage oil, cedar (-hinoki-) oil, and mixtures 
thereof 



21. The sanitary napkin of Claim 20 whereinrthe essential oil is rosemary oil. 

22. The sanitary napkin of Claim 19 wherein fljie amount of essential oil is from about 
0.1 to about 8.0 weight percent. 



23. The sanitary napkin of Claim 19 wherein essential oil is added to the sanitary 
napkin during its manufacture.
